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BE  HONEST  WITH 
YOURSELF 


FOR  the  past  three  years,  the 
Church  has  been  emphazing 
the  theme  "Be  Honest  with  Your- 
self". We  as  members  of  Christ's 
true  Church  have  been  given  wise 
and  inspired  counsel  from  our 
Prophets.  We  know  that  these 
teachings  are  true  and  should  we 
fail  to  live  them,  we  are  not  being 
honest  with  ourselves.  To  be 
honest  with  ourselves,  we  must 
pursue  a  path  that  would  bring  to 
us  everlasting  happiness  and  satis- 
faction. We  can  only  achieve  this 
through  living  the  Gospel  Princi- 
ples. 

Conspiring  men  have  made  sin- 
ful practices  more  socially  accep- 
table and  more  attractive  today 
than  at  any  time  since  the  restora- 
tion of  the  Gospel.  They  have 
accomplished  this  largely  through 
advertising.  Everywhere  attractive 
posters  display  the  alleged  satis- 
faction gained  from  breaking  the 
word  of  Wisdom.  Immodestly 
dressed  women  are  used  to  attract 
attention  to  virtually  any  pro- 
duct. 

The  Leaders  of  the  Church  have 
decided  to  use  the  same  techniques 
to  promote  within  us  a  desire  to  be 
honest  with  ourselves  by  keeping 
the  standards  we  know  to  be  true. 
An  inspired  series  of  posters  have 
been  prepared  and  sent  out  to  all 
the  missions  and  stakes  of  the 
Church.  These  posters  display  the 
joy  of  being  honest  with  ourselves 
in  all  its  various  phases.  A  series 
of  addresses  by  both  members  and 
non-members   have   also  been  re- 


corded and  made  available  to  all 
the  stakes  and  missions. 

We,  of  the  South  African  Mis- 
sion, have  also  been  asked  to  parti- 
cipate in  this  programme.  This 
programme  is  a  branch  project  and 
it  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Branch  Presidents  to  see  that  the 
programme  is  put  into  effect.  Since 
the  programme  is  of  particular  in- 
terest to  the  youth  of  the  mission, 
the  MIA  will  carry  out  the  pro- 
gramme under  the  direction  of  the 
Branch  Presidents.  President  I.  C. 
Louw  of  the  Mission  Presidency 
will  supervise  the  Branch  Presi- 
dents. 

This  year  the  programme  has 
been  divided  into  four  three-month 
periods.  Each  quarter  is  devoted 
to  the  message  of  one  of  the  pos- 
ters. The  first  three-month  period 
(April  to  June)  will  be  devoted  to 
the  theme.  "Virtue  Is  Its  Own  Re- 
ward". Each  Branch  in  the  Mis- 
sion should  have  received  a  poster 
and  a  set  of  small  cards  on  this 
theme.

A  poster  and  set  of  cards  on  tht- 
subject  of  firesides  have  also  been 
distributed  to  the  branches.

THE  following  method  is  to  be 
used  in  presenting  this  pro- 
gramme. During  the  first  month, 
the  poster  is  to  be  prominently 
displayed  in  the  foyer  of  the  meet- 
ing place  where  it  will  remain  dur- 
ing the  entire  three-month  period. 
During  the  month,  a  fireside  is  to 
be  held  when  someone  would  speak 
on  the  theme  for  that  quarter.  If 
you  desire  the  following  recorded 
addresses  might  be   presented:

tor— "Its  Smart  to  Take  Part" 

These  addresses  have  been  re- 
corded on  tape  and  are  available 
at  the  Mission  Office  at  a  cost  of 
£1  15.  0.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
first  year,  the  next  set  of  addresses 
will  be  recorded  on  this  same  tape, 
if  it  is  sent  to  the  office,  at  no 
extra  cost. 

During  the  second  month,  the 
C.S.M.  will  feature  articles  on  the 
theme  for  that  quarter.  Members 
and  missionaries  are  encouraged  to 
submit  articles  to  aid  in  making 
the  programme  a  success.  The  fire- 
side for  the  second  month  should 
be  a  "Question  and  Answer  Per',  id  ' 


These  questions  should  be  prepared 
and  submitted  beforehand  and 
should  be  questions  of  an  uplifting 
nature  designed  to  be  of  assistance 
in  establishing  in  every  one  a  de- 
sire live  the  Gospel  and  not  ques- 
tions designed  to  promote  confus- 
ing controversy.  Two  people,  prefer- 
rably  a  husband  and  wife,  should 
be  given  the  questions  beforehand 
and  should  answer  the  question- 
at  the  fireside. 

During  the  third  month,  the 
theme  will  be  emphasized  by  the 
whole  branch.  Talks  in  sacrament 
meeting  should  be  centred  on  the 
theme.  Care  must  be  used  to  avoid 
boring  repetition.  The  fireside 
during  the  third  month  will  take 
the  form  of  a  debate  or  a  panel 
discussion.  It  is  very  unwise  to 
hold  debates  on  such  a  sacred 
subject  as  marriage  and  therefore 
we  request  that  Panel  Discussions 
be  used  for  the  subjects,  "Virtue  is 
Its  Own  Reward"  and  "The  Long 
And  The  Short  Of  Marriage" 

Further  information  about  plan- 
ning and  putting  over  these  fire- 
sides can  be  obtained  from  the 
Fireside  Supplement  and  from 
your  MIA  manuals. 

When  this  programme  was  in- 
augurated in  the  stakes,  the 
General  Authorities,  as  they 
toured  the  stakes  noted  a  reluc- 
tance on  the  part  of  many  wards  to 
display  these  posters.  It  is  hard 
to  conceive  of  a  cigarette  company 
being  unwilling  to  place  their  ad- 
vertisements in  public  places.

May  we  have  the 
same  pride  in  these  posters  as  the 
cigarette  companies  have  in  their 
products  is  the  prayer  of  you'"  Mis- 
sion Presidency  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ,  Amen. 
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FROM  THE  PRESIDENT'S 
DESK 


ff^HE  saying  which  appears  in  the 
■*-  Book  of  Mormon  (Mosiah 
15:1-5)  and  in  some  of  the 
revelations,  including  Section  93, 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  both  the  Father 
and  the  Son  has  been  a  mystery  to 
some  of  our  missionaries  and  mem- 
bers. A  number  have  asked  the 
question,  "How  can  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  reconcile  his  Vision 
with  these  sayings?" 

In  order  that  you  might  have 
some  information  on  this  subject  I 
have  thought  it  wise  to  reprint  an 
epistle  issued  by  the  First  Presi- 
dency and  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  in  June  1916.  This  epistle 
is  entitled  "The  Father  and  the 
Son"  appearing  in  the  "Improve- 
ment Era"  and  was  directed  to  all 
members  of  the  Church. 

By  way  of  preface  I  would  like 
to  make  a  few  comments.  First  of 
all,  I  would  suggest  a  careful  read- 
ing of  Section  93,  verses  3-4.  Here 
the  Saviour  says  he  is  the  Father 
because  his  Father  gave  him  of  his 
fulness,  and  he  is  the  Son  of  the 
Father  because  he  was  born  into 
the  world. 

Jesus  Christ  is  our  Father  be- 
cause he  gave  us  life — "Eternal 
Life"  through  his  sacrifice.  He  is 
the  Father  because  of  his  ever- 
lasting and  presiding  power — the 
fulness  which  he  holds  as  one  of 
the  Godhead. 

In  the  book  of  Ether  we  read 
these  words :  "Behold,  I  a:n  he 
who  was  prepared  from  the  founda- 
tion of  the  world  to  redeem  un- 
people. Behold  I  am  Je.sas  Christ. 
I  am  the  Father  and  the  Son.  In 
me  shall  all  mankind  have  light, 
and  that  eternally,  even  they  who 
shall  believe  on  my  name;  and  they 
shall  become  my  sons  and  mv 
daughters."  In  commenting  on  this 
passage  Milton  R.  Hunter  said. 
"This  statement  makes  it  ver\ 
clear      that      mortals      become      the 


children  of  Jesus  Christ  (God) 
through  affiliation  with  His  Church. 
It  also  answers  the  difficult  problem 
of  how  Jesus  is  both  "the  Father 
and  the  Sou".  Thus  all  mortals 
who  accept  the  Gospel  become  the 
sons  of  Jesus  Christ  and  in  this 
respect  He  is  Father;  but  He  is  not 
the  father  of  our  spirits.  God  the 
Eternal  Father  is  Jesus"  Father  and 
the  Father  of  all  the  spirits,  of  all 
men  that  came  into  mortality.  The 
relationship  of  Father  and  children 
shall  continue  forever  in  that 
respect.  But  modern  revelations 
confirm  the  declaration  that  Church 
members  are  also  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  Jesus  Christ:  and  if 
they  live  the  Gospel  sufficiently 
well  to  gain  celestial  glory,  they 
shall  continue  to  be  His  children." 
Epistle  by  First  Presidency  and 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles. 

"The  Father  and  the  Son" 

"Scriptures  embodying  the  ordin- 
ary signification — literally  that  of 
Parent — are      100      numerous      and 
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specific  to  require  citation.  The 
purport  of  these  scriptures  is  to  the 
effect  that  God  the  Eternal  Father, 
whom  we  designate  by  the  exalted 
name-title  "Elohim",  is  the  literal 
Parent  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  and  of  the  spirits  of 
the  human  race.  Elohim  is  the 
Father  in  every  sense  in  which 
Jesus  Christ  is  so  designated,  and 
distinctively  He  is  the  Father  of 
Spirits.  Thus  we  read  in  the 
Epistle  to  the  Hebrews :  "Further- 
more we  have  had  fathers  of  our 
flesh  which  corrected  us,  and  we 
gave  them  reverence;  shall  we  not 
much  rather  be  in  subjection  unto 
the  father  of  spirits,  and  live? 
(Hebrews  12:9)  In  view  of  this 
fact  we  are  taught  by  Jesus  Christ 
to  pray :  "Our  Father  which  art  in 
heaven  Hallowed  be  thy  name." 

"Jesus  Christ  applies  to  Himself 
both  titles,  "Son"  and  "Father". 
Indeed  he  specifically  said  to  the 
brother  of  Jared :  "Behold  I  am 
Jesus  Christ.  I  am  the  Father  and 
the  Son."  (Ether  3:14.)  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  son  of  Elohim  both  as 
spiritual  and  bodily  offspring;  that 
is  to  say,  Elohim  is  literally  the 
Father  of  the  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  also  of  the  body  in  which 
Jesus  Christ  performed  His  mission 
in  the  flesh,  and  which  died  on  the 
cross  and  was  afterward  taken  up 
by  the  process  of  ressurrection,  and 
is  now  the  immortal  tabernacle  of 
the  eternal  spirit  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour.  No  extended  explanation 
of  the  title  "Son  of  God"  as 
applied  to  Jesus  Christ  appears 
necessary. 

"A  second  spiritual  meaning  of 
"Father"  is  that  of  Creator  e.g.  in 
passages  referring  to  any  one  of  the 
Godhead  as  the  "Father  of  the 
heavens  and  of  the  earth  and  all 
things  that  in  them  are".  (Ether 
4:7,  see  also  Alma  11:38,  and 
Mosiah    15:4). 

"God  is  not  the  Father  of  the 
earth  as  one  of  the  worlds  in  space, 
nor  of  the  heavenly  bodies  in 
whole  or  in  part,  nor  of  the  in- 
animate objects  and  the  plants  and 
the  animals  upon  the  earth  in  the 
literal  sense  in  which  He  is  the 
Father   of   the   spirits    of  mankind. 


Therefore,  scriptures  that  refer  to 
God  in  any  way  as  the  Father  of 
the  heavens  and  the  earth  are  to 
be  understood  as  signifying  that 
God  is  the  Maker,  the  Organizer, 
the  Creator  of  the  heavens  and  the 
earth." 

"A  third  sense  in  which  Jesus 
Christ  is  regarded  as  the  "Father" 
has  reference  to  the  relationship  be- 
tween Him  and  those  who  accept 
His  Gospel  and  thereby  become 
heirs  of  eternal  life  .  .  . 

"A  fourth  reason  for  applying 
the  title  "Father"  to  Jesus  Christ  is 
found  in  the  fact  that  in  all  His 
dealings  with  the  human  family 
Jesus  the  Son  had  represented  and 
yet  represents  Elohim  His  Father 
in  power  and  authority.  This  is 
true  of  Christ  in  his  pre-existent, 
antemortal,  or  unembodied  state, 
in  which  He  was  known  as 
Jehovah:  also  during  his  embodi- 
ment in  the  flesh;  and  during  His 
labours  as  a  disembodied  spirit  in 
the  realm  of  the  dead;  and  since 
that  period  in  his  resurrected  state. 
To  the  Jews  he  said :  "/  and  my 
Father  are  one,"  yet  He  declared 
"My  Father  is  greater  than  I"  and 
further,  "I  am  come  in  my  Father's 
name." 

"Jesus  Christ  is  our  Elder  Bro- 
ther in  the  spirit  and  the  Only 
Begotten  Son  of  God  in  the  flesh. 
We  are  all  the  offspring  of  God  in 
the  spirit.  The  following  is  also 
taken  from  the  epistle  previously 
quoted  : 

"Among  the  spirit  children  of 
Elohim  the  firstborn  was  and  is 
Jehovah  or  Jesus  Christ  to  whom 
all  others  are  juniors.  Following  are 
affirmative  scriptures  bearing  upon 
this  great  truth:  Paul,  writing  to 
the  Colossians,  says  of  Jesus 
Christ:  "Who  is  the  image  of  the 
invisible  God,  the  first  horn  of 
every  creature:  for  by  him  were  all 
things  created,  that  are  in  heaven, 
and  that  are  in  earth,  visible  and 
invisible,  whether  they  be  thrones 
or  dominions,  or  principalities,  or 
powers;  all  things  were  created  by 
him  and  for  him.  And  he  is  be- 
fore all  things  and  by  him  all 
things  consist  .  .  .  For  it  pleased 
the  Father  that  in  him  should  all

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QUESTION:

Melchisedek  Priesthood  and  that 
the  Aaronic  Priesthood  was  not 
given  until  the  Saviour  visited  the 
American  Continent."  Will  you 
please  explain?  .  .  . 


YOUR  QUESTION  ANSWERED 


BY    PRESIDENT    FISHER 


ANSWER: 

After  the  Saviour  came  and 
organised  His  Church  among  the 
Nephites  then  their  organisation 
was  comparable  to  our  organisation 
to-day.  Thus  we  have  Moroni 
giving  an  account  of  the  Disciples 
or  Elders  ordaining  Priests  and 
Teachers,  Moroni  Chapter  three. 
Prior  to  the  coming  of  the  Saviour, 
however,  it  is  the  feeling  of  our 
Book  of  Mormon  students  that  be- 
cause there  were  no  Levites  among 
the  Nephites  that  there  was  not 
anyone  who  could  officiate  in  the 
Aaronic  Priesthood.  When  the 
Lord  took  the  Melchisedek  Priest- 
hood from  among  the  Israelites,  He 
appointed  Levi  and  his  posterity  to 
officiate  in  the  Aaronic  Priesthood. 
Aaron  was  a  Levite  and  he  and  his 
sons  were  called  to  officiate  in  the 
office  of  a  Priest.  The  Nephites 
were  descendants  of  Joseph.  Lehi 
discovered  this  when  reading  the 
brass  plates.  He  was  a  descendant 
of  Manasseh  and  Ishmael  who 
accompanied  him  with  his  family 
was  of  the  tribe  of  Ephraim.  It  is 
true  that  Nephi  consecrated  Jacob 
and  Joseph  that  they  should  be 
Priests  and  Teachers  over  the  land 
of  the  Nephites  but  the  fact  that 
plural  terms  Priests  and  Teachers 
were  used  indicates  that  this  was  not 
a  reference  to  the  definite  office  in 
the  Priesthood  in  either  case  but  it 
was  a  general  assignment  to  teach 
direct  and  admonish  the  people. 
Otherwise  the  terms  priest  and 
teacher  would  have  been  given  in 
the  singular.  The  explanation 
regarding     the      Priesthood     which 


Jacob  and  Joseph  held  is  found  in 
2nd  Nephi  6 : 2  "Behold  my  be- 
loved brethren,  I  Jacob  having  been 
called  of  God  and  ordained  after 
the  manner  of  his  Holy  Order  and 
having  been  consecrated  by  my 
brother  Nephi  unto  whom  ye  look 
as  a  king  or  a  protector  and  on 
whom  ye  depend  for  safety,  behold 
ye  know  that  I  have  spoken  unto 
you  exceeding  many  things." 

We  read  further  from  the  Book 
of  Alma,  13:1;  "And  again,  my 
brethren,  I  would  cite  your  minds 
forward  to  the  time  when  the  Lord 
gave  these  commandments  unto  his 
children  and  I  would  that  ye 
should  remember  that  the  Lord 
God  ordained  Priests  after  his  Holy 
Order,  which  was  after  the  order  of 
His  Son,  to  teach  these  things  unto 
the  people." 

You  will  note  the  plural  word 
Priests  is  used  again  but  certainly 
the  term  "after  the  order  of  His 
Son"  means  the  Melchisedek  Priest- 
hood. In  the  opening  verses  of 
Alma  Chapter  43,  Mormon  records 
the  following;  "and  now  it  came  to 
pass  that  the  sons  of  Alma  did  go 
forth  among  the  people  to  declare 
the  word  unto  them.  And  Alma 
also  himself  could  not  rest,  and  he 
also  went  forth.  Now  we  will  say 
no  more  concerning  their  preach- 
ings except  that  they  preached  the 
word  and  the  truth,  according  to 
the  spirit  of  prophecy  and  revela- 
tion: and  they  preached  after  the 
Holy  Order  of  God  by  which  they 
were  called."

GLANCE

ON  Sunday,  March  1st,  1959, 
President  Glen  G.  Fisher, 
President  of  the  South  African 
Mission,  attended  conference  in 
Salisbury  and  re-organized  the 
Salisbury  Branch;  giving  the  local 
members,  the  responsibility  of 
running  their  own  affairs  under 
the  guidance  of  the  Mission  Office, 
and  making  Salisbury  the  first 
self-supporting  branch  in  the 
Rhodesias. 

Attending  this  conference  were 
fifty-five  saints  and  friends  —  a 
far  cry  from  the  two  or  three  early 
stalwarts  who  sat  on  kindergarten 
chairs  in  a  classroom,  just  under 
nine  years  ago. 

Missionaries  were  sent  to  Rhode- 
sia to  preach  the  Gospel  in  Sep- 
tember, 1950.  Four  missionaries 
wer-3  sent  to  Salisbury  and  four 
to  Bulawayo.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  one  of  the  first  mis- 
sionaries in  Salisbury  was  a  young 
kmsman  of  the  prophet  of  the 
Church,  by  name,  Elder  Munro 
Gordon  McKay,  who  after  his 
labours  in  the  South  African  Mis- 
sion, went  back  to  the  Brigham 
Young  University  to  become  it's 
student  president. 

The  missionaries  found  it  very 
hard  going  in  the  Rhodesias.  The 
people  were  just  not  interested. 
In  the  early  days,  to  stimulate 
interest,  a  large  public  hall  was 
hired  one  Saturday  night;  a  full 
scale  film  show  planned  and  the 
four  missionaries  from  Bulawayo 
brought  up  to  handle  the  rush. 
Unfortunately  the  rains  came  first 
and  forty-five  people  huddled  to- 
gether m  the  vast  hall  to  hear 
about  Mormonism. 

The  first  Rhodesian  baptism  was 
held  in  the  February  of  1951  in 
a    natural    pool    some    twenty-five 


miles  from  Salisbury.  Today,  that 
young  first  convert  is  Salisbury's 
first  Local  Branch  President  and 
writer  of  this  short  history  of  the 
Salisbury  Branch.

In  the  next  two  years  Salisbury'.* 
membership  did  not  greatly  in- 
crease, though  the  early  convert- 
were  remaining  faithful  and  a 
great  deal  of  interest  was  shown 
to  the  Church,  as  the  first  intro- 
ducers of  square  dancing  to  the 
colony.  A  demonstration  team  wa,s 
formed  from  members,  halls  hired 
and  crowds  packed  in  to  learn  the 
new  craze. 

At  this  time  it  was  decided  to 
open  Northern  Rhodesia  and  ex- 
tend in  Southern  Rhodesia.  Mis- 
sionaries were  sent  to  the  North, 
to  Umtali  and  also  Gwelo.  to 
preach  the  Gospel. 

With  the  event  of  the  Korean 
war  the  compliment  of  missiona- 
ries in  the  mission  field  was  dras- 
t;cal'y  cut  and  Umtah  and  Gwe'.c 
had  to  be  closed.  Bulawayo  and 
Salisbury's  numbers  were  reduced 
from  four  to  two  per  city. 

Salisbury  went  into  a  decline 
during  this  period  until  it  was  con- 
sidered uneconomical  to  keep  mis- 
sionaries in  the  area  and  thev 
were  eventually  withdrawn  in  1953. 
After  Korean  hostilities  finished 
it  was  decided  in  1955  to  once 
more  place  missionaries  in  Salis- 
burv and  endeavour  to  re-establish

contact  with  a  few  converts  that 
were  still  living  in  Salisbury. 

Starting  once  more  in  humble 
circumstances  —  an  unconnected 
Scout  Hall  —  Sunday  School  meet- 
ings were  held  with  just  two  or 
thre^  in  attendance.  This  time 
Salisbury  went  steadily  ahead.  No 
great  conversion  figures.  It's 
membership  grew  from  families 
moving  into  the  area,  until  Salis- 
bury' was  considered  large  enough 
to  be  organized  as  a  Branch  under 
a  Presiding  missionary. 

In    the    past    eighteen    months 


Salisbury  has  net  looked  back.  It's 
numbers  increasrd.  The  auxiliaries 
were  formed:  the  rr embers  ironed 
out  their  differences  and  settled 
down  to  share  their  joys  together. 
Today  Salisbury  is  fully  organised 
with  Sunday  School,  Women's 
Relief  S'jc'ety.  a  thriving  Mutual 
Improvement  Association,  and  Pri- 
mary  for   the   Children. 

Already,  after  only  one  week  of 
"self  government"  it's  members 
are  asking  "how  do  we  go  about 
getting  our  own  Chapel  in  this 
city." 


THE  SPIRIT  OF  GETTING  BY — 


THERE  is  a  spirit  that  blights 
and  shrivels  the  human  soul 
whenever  it  remains  unchallenged 
and  unchecked.  For  want  of  bet- 
ter words,  perhaps  it  could  be 
called  "the  spirit  of  getting  by" — 
of  doing  as  little  as  possible,  of 
giving  as  little  as  possible,  of  work- 
ing as  little  as  little  as  possible. 

With  young  people  in  school  it 
is  sometimes  manifest  in  an  alti- 
tude cf  cutting  corners  and  simply 
slipping  through  in  making  a  mini- 
mum effort  to  stay  with  the  class:

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IN  A  REMINISCENT  MOOD 


MRS.  ELSA  BRUTON,  the 
author  of  the  following 
article,  was  contacted  not  long 
ago,  by  missionaries  in  the  Johan- 
nesburg district.  They  were  thrilled 
to  learn  as  they  spoke  to  her  that 
she  had  known  of  the  church  for 
some  years  and  had  fond  memories 
of  her  meetings  with  the  mis- 
sionaries. Upon  request  she  kindly 
consented  to  write  her  recollections 
of  her  contact  with  the  Mormons 
not  long  after  the  Gospel  was 
brought  to  this  land.  We  are 
grateful  to  Mrs.  Bruton  for  her 
impressions  of  what  missionary  life 
was  like  in  the  early  days  of  the 
Church  in  this  country. 

On  turning  back  the  pages  of 
an  old  photograph  albumn  belong- 
ing to  my  mother,  we  came  across 
many  pictures  of  Mormon  mis- 
sionaries who  visited  South  Africa 
in  the  early  1900's.  These  revived 
many  happy  memories  and  also 
brought  to  mind  the  ups  and 
downs  of  a  grand  group  of  men. 

We  in  South  Africa  had  some 
pretty  queer  ideas  of  the  people 
they  represented  and  they  certain- 
ly had  to  work  very  hard  to  dispel 
these  false  conceptions.  At  about 
this  time,  the  wildest  stories  were 
being  circulated,  so  you  can 
imagine  my  father's  indignation 
when  one  day  my  mother  told  him 
that  two  of  those  Mormon  fellows 
had  called  on  her  presenting  some 
literature.  He  suggested  they  paid 
a  visit  when  he  was  home,  when 
he  would  give  them  a  piece  of  his 
mind.  Just  what  he  would  say 
and  why  was  pretty  vague,  as  he 
knew  nothing  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints, 
or  the  object  of  the  missionaries. 
A  fellow-worker  did  not  improve 
matters  by  saying,  these  awful 
monsters  were  out  to  see  what 
women  they  could  steal!  On  a 
return  visit  by  the  elders,  my 
mother  informed  them  my  father 
wanted  to  meet  them,  so  an  even- 
ing    was     arranged.      They     must 


have  come  with  mixed  feelings,  as 
she  was  not  very  kind  in  her  in- 
vitation. To  use  a  metaphor,  the 
wind  was  completely  taken  from 
my  father's  sails,  when  two  well- 
dressed,  well-spoken  gentlemen 
presented  themselves  and  ex- 
pressed their  delight  at  the  privi- 
lege of  being  his  guests.  This  was 
the  commencement  of  a  grand 
friendship  which  lasted  for  many 
years.  As  one  missionary  left,  he 
always  introduced  his  successor. 
We  got  so  fond  of  these  elders  that 
we  felt  their  departure  to  their 
homeland  very  keenly.  What  an 
enducation  they  were  to  us.  In 
the  early  days,  my  father  used 
to  talk  way  into  the  night  about 
religion  and  some  lively  arguments 
used  to  take  place  at  times.  The 
poor  elders  were  deprived  of  their 
sleep  and  had  to  cycle  home,  but 
they  fe't,  I  am  sure,  that  their 
time  had  been  well  spent. 

These  men  came  from  all  walks 
of  life  and  we  learned  much  about 
their  homes  and  ways  of  life.  Some 
of  these  elders  came  to  South 
Afnca  with  quite  astonishing  ideas 
of  what  to  expect  in  this  country. 
For  instance,  one  elder  was  quite 
surprised  to  see  so  many  white 
people  and  to  find  his  field  of  work 
was  among  them.  Another  left 
detailed  measurements  of  his 
clothine.  as  he  expected  to  be  away 
from  home  for  about  three  years 
and  was  hazy  about  local  shop- 
ping. He  was  astonished  to  find 
well-stocked  stores,  some  even 
caTving  his  favourite  make  of 
shirt,  etc. 

If  the  original  idea  of  the  mis- 
sionaries was  to  tell  the  world 
their  true  story  and  ideals  their 
hope  was  realised,  for  people  were 
impressed  and  they  left  converts 
all  along  the  way.  Now.  there  are 
many  fine  churches  in  this  country 
and  the  general  public  has  a 
better  understanding  of  the 
Mormons. 
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If  we  were  uninformed  about 
Mormonism,  some  elders  also  got 
many  surprises  when  they  came 
to  their  missionary  work  in  South 
Africa.  They  had  uphill  work  in 
convincing  some  people  of  then- 
sincerity  as  the  stories  circulating 
about  them  were  very  detrimental, 
the  most  popular  being  that  the 
Mormons  were  out  to  steal  the 
women!  One  wonders  how  people 
could  be  so  gullible.  However, 
there  it  was  and  it  had  to  be 
faced.  The  press  did  not  help 
matters  either.  To  give  an  in- 
stance, an  elder  approached  a  lady 
who  was  working  in  her  garden. 
He  presented  his  tracts,  but  when 
he  told  her  who  he  was,  she  set 
the  dog  on  him.  His  trousers  was 
torn,  and  his  ankle  badly  bitten. 
The  elder  was  greatly  upset,  and 
he  went  to  my  mother  who  lived 
in  the  vicinity  and  told  her  of  his 
unfortunate  experience.  However, 
the  press  got  the  lady's  version 
which  was  to  the  effect  that  a 
man  came  to  her  front  door  and 
when  she  found  he  was  a  Mormon 
she  refused  to  allow  him  to  enter 
her  home,  whereupon  he  tried  to 
force  his  way  in,  so  she  was 
obliged  to  set  her  dog  on  him.  We 
were  highly  indignant  at  this  false 
story,  but  there  was  not  much  we 
could  do  about  it.  On  account  of 
so  many  adverse  impressions,  the 
missionaries  were  exceedingly  cir- 
cumspect in  their  conduct.  How- 
ever, thev  were  a  happy  people 
and  we  had  grand  evenings  to- 
gether.  Cottage  meetings  were  the 


order  of  the  day.  After  some  of 
these  meetings,  we  would  play 
games  and  had  lots  of  fun. 

Even  after  many  years  of  mis- 
sionary work,  one  found  people 
still  believing  quite  astonishing 
stories  about  Mormonism.  A  friend 
once  said  she  would  very  much 
like  to  meet  the  elders  to  tell  them 
what  she  thought  of  them,  coming 
all  the  way  from  tl-.e  United  States 
to  steal  the  bloom  of  our  woman- 
hood. A  meeting  was  arranged. 
I  did  not  disillusion  her,  and  it 
was  amusing  to  see  her  reaction 
when  she  was  presenteed  to  two 
gentlemen  dressed  very  much  like 
her  own  brothers.  She  half  ex- 
pected to  see  the  elders  in  top 
hats,  long  frock  coats,  drooping 
moustaches  and  a  leer  on  their 
faces!  When  she  got  to  know 
them  better,  she  told  them  of  her 
preconceived  ideas  that  she  had 
about  them,  and  this  was  taken 
with  a  great  deal  of  amusement. 

We  worked  in  a  large  office  and 
did  a  great  deal  to  smooth  the 
path  of  our  friends.  Another  more 
enlightened  friend,  who  was  keen 
to  show  her  goodwill,  asked  us  to 
bring  the  elders  to  her  home, 
where  she  and  her  husband  were 
keen  to  meet  them.  Everything 
was  arranged  and  we  expected  to 
spend  an  evening  discussing  the 
subject  closest  to  the  hearts  of  the 
elders.  Can  you  imagine  our  sur- 
prise when  we  were  greeted  not 
only  by  our  host  and  hostess  but 
a  houseful  of  frieends  as  well! 
What  a  jolly  evening  we  had.

From  these  and  numerous 
passages  we  learn  that  it  was  by  the 
authority  of  the  Melchisedek  Priest- 
hood that  the  Nephites  administered 
from  the  time  they  left  Jerusalem 
until  the  time  of  the  coming  of 
Jesus  Christ.

rriHE  Apostle  Paul,  speaking  to 
■-*-  the  saints  in  Corinth,  in  prob- 
ably the  first  of  his  answers  to  the 
apostasy  taking  form  in  the  primi- 
tive church,  made  this  statement: 
"What  shall  they  do  which  are 
baptised  for  the  dead  if  the  dead 
rise  not  at  all?  Why  are  they  then 
baptised  for  the  dead?"  The  great 
apostle,  at  that  time  was  speaking 
regarding  the  resurrection,  but  re- 
vealed a  most  important  and  long 
lost  principle  of  the  Gospel,  which 
has,  for  many  centuries,  haunted 
the  minds  of  some  of  the  greatest 
Bible  students  of  the  ages.  We 
have  ample  proof  in  many  ancient 
documents,  extant  to  the  first  and 
second  century,  regarding  the  pra- 
tice  of  this  principle  in  the  primi- 
tive church.  The  expositions  of  St. 
Bruno  state  the  following :  "That 
the  early  Christians  would  baptise 
themselves  in  the  place  of  a  dead 
parent,  who  had  never  heard  the 
Gospel,  thereby  securing  the  salva- 
tion of  a  father  or  a  mother  in  the 
resurrection." 

History  also  proves  that  the 
persecution  first  heaped  upon  the 
heads  of  the  Christians  was  that 
"the  early  Christians  would  baptise 
themselves  in  secret  places".  How- 
ever by  the  second  century  this 
great  ordinance  of  baptism  for  the 
dead  had  been  relegated  to  mere 
prayers  for  the  dead.  This  does 
not  appear  to  coincide  with  the 
words  of  the  Redeemer  to  Nico- 
demus,  "Except  a  man  be  born  of 
the  water  and  of  the  spirit,  he  can- 
not enter  into  the  Kingdom  of 
God".  Millions  of  souls  have  died 
without  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  and  of  the 
plan  of  salvation.  Can  they  be 
blamed    for    this?      The    Lord    says 


where  there  is  no  law  there  is  no 
condemnation.  The  answer  is 
found  in  holy  scripture:  "And  I 
will  send  you  Elijah  the  prophet 
before  the  coming  of  the  great  and 
dreadful  day  of  the  Lord:  And  he 
shall  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers 
to  the  children  and  the  hearts  of 
the  children  to  their  fathers,  lest  I 
come  and  smite  the  earth  with  a 
curse."  This  the  restored  Church 
proudly  proclaims.  Elijah  has 
come  and  restored  these  keys  and 
also  the  Priesthood,  the  power  by 
which  all  these  ordinances  are  or 
ever  were  done.  The  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  speaking  regarding 
the  saints  becoming  saviours  on 
Mount  Zion  said,  "But  how  is  this 
to  be  done?"  "By  the  saints 
building  their  temples,  erecting 
their  baptismal  fonts,  and  going 
forth  in  receiving  all  the  ordinances, 
baptisms,  confirmations,  and  wash- 
ings in  behalf  of  all  their  pro- 
genitors who  are  dead,  and  redeem 
them  that  they  may  come  forth  in 
the  first  resurrection  and  be  exalted 
to  thrones  of  glory  with  them.  And 
herein  is  the  chain  that  binds  the 
hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children 
and  the  children  to  the  fathers 
which  fulfills  the  mission  of  Eli- 
jah." 

The  principle  of  baptism  for  the 
dead  like  any  other  principle  of  the 
Gospel  is  then  a  principle  with  a 
promise,  and  is  very  necessary  for 
the  perfection  which  we  must  have, 
and  of  which  our  Saviour  spoke. 

We  exhort  you  brethren  and 
sisters  to  assist  and  encourage  each 
other  to  do  this  great  and  wonder- 
ful work,  and  so  insure  for  your- 
self and  those  who  have  passed  on 
a  place  in  our  Father's  Kingdom. 
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I    dreamed    my    Father    called    me

WE  who  have  been  so  blessed 
with  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  the  understanding  and 
happiness  that  it  brings  to  us, 
should  be  able  to  express  our  feel- 
ings towards  our  Heavenly  Father 
in  one  word — gratitude.  In  the 
words  of  the  Psalmist :  "O  give 
thanks  unto  the  Lord;  call  upon  his 
name:  make  known  his  deeds 
among  the  people.  Sing  unto  Him, 
sing  Psalms  unto  Him;  talk  ye  all 
of  his  wondrous  works." 

Giving  thanks  means  in  this  case 
I  am  sure,  a  fullness  of  thanks, 
which  is  the  outward  expression  of 
a  grateful  feeling.  Gratitude  is  the 
feeling  itself.  That  is  in  the  heart. 
Thankfulness  is  measured  by  the 
number  of  words;  gratitude  is  mea- 
sured by  the  nature  of  our  actions. 
Thankfulness  is  the  beginning  of 
gratitude:  gratitude  the  completion 
of  happiness.  Gratitude  is  the 
heart's  recognition  of  kindness  that 
the  lips  cannot  pay. 

I  feel  grateful  and  happy  for  so 
many  evidences  of  the  goodness  of 
the  Lord  that  I  wish  I  could  strike 
a  note  of  optimism  that  would  re- 
sound throughout  the  world.  In  the 
words  of  Frank  L.  Stanton  : 

"  This  world  o'  God's  is  brighter 
Than  we  ever  dream  or  know: 
It's  burdens  growin'  lighter  — 
An.  it's  love  that  makes  it  so. 
An'  I'm  thankful  that  I'm  livin' 
Where  love's  blessedness  I  see, 
'Neath    a    Heaven    thats   for- 

givin' 
Where   the  bells   ring   'home' 

to  me". 


I  know  that  many  of  us  have 
disappointments.  difficulties  and 
failures  where  we  want  so  much  to 
succeed;  wounded  feelings  from 
barbed  tongues,  sickness,  and  so 
on.  and  all  these  are  incidents  in 
life  which,  when  not  understood: 
may  harrow  our  feelings  until  we 
are  crushed.  When  we  magnify  the 
weaknesses  of  human  nature  we 
only  make  ourselves  miserable  and 
perhaps  scatter  gloom,  instead  of 
sunshine  into  the  hearts  of  our 
associates. 

But  notwithstanding  these  dis- 
agreeable discouraging  facts.  I  am 
sure  that  we  have  cause  to  rise 
above  petty  things  and,  as  the 
Psalmist  says,  make  known  among 
the  people  the  Lord's  deeds,  which 
are  always  good  and  beautiful.
